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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-6 have been allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art could 
note be located that taught forming a hybrid frame by placing the frame in a injection 
molding die, wherein the electrical connecting surfaces of a leadframe are held down by 
a stamp during a part of the injection molding in order to compensate for surface 
defects. This limitation, in conjunction with the other claim limitations, was neither 
disclosed in, nor suggested by, the prior art.
